"W3RJP* STREAM POLLUTION

' 
Those who have been leading the fight for the prevention 


of stream pollution wil be greatly cheered by the news from 
Washington that Congress has become interested in the sub- 
i^ct 
Representatives from districts bordering on the Ohio 


River met with the chief of the army engineer corps Monday 
to discuss'the situation, and it was decided to offer an amend- 
ment to the rivers and harbors bill prohibiting industrial es- 
tablishments from discharging their waste matter into the 
streams until it has gone through a neutralizing process and 
destructive acids eliminated. It was asserted that the process 
would be inexpensive. 
_ 
. 
In view of the immense damage which the contaminated 


water has done, it was inevitable that sooner or later pressure 
would be have to be brought to bear upon those responsible 
for the pollution to make them stop their harmful practice. 
The United States States engineers' office in Pittsburgh es- 
tablished by an investigation held in 1914 and 1915, in which 
:>74 persons were interviewed, that acids in the local rivers 
cause a loss of from $10,000,000 to $14,000,000 a year to the 
industries of Allegheny county alone by corroding boiler tubes 
and other metal objects. Plumbers computed that the dam- 
age done to kitchen and bathroom fixtures added $3,000,000 
a year to their bills. Launderers brought out that the hardness 
of the water made Pittsburgh-people unusually heavy con- 
sumers of soap. The acid, it also developed, was hard on 
cloth Ing', as it destroyed the cellulose in the fibers of linen and 
cotton. 
The mistake made by jtioat of those who have tried to 


obtain relief from stream pollution, was that instead of em- 
phasizing these lost-es, they harped on the killing of fish and 
the interference with recreation. The Legislature has never 
been mul'i impressed with these pleas. Owners of mines and 
mills which have polluted these streams urged, with reason, 
that it was more important that they should be unhampered 
in their business than that the fishing should be good in Penn- 
Hylania rivers. 


Once the purity of the streams has been restored, there 


is no reason why they should not again afford the good fishing 
tor which they once were noted. 


Traveling by automobile over the week-end was more 


enjoyable than any time in the immediate past, due mainly 
to the fact that the rains of Saturday night and Sunday went 
far to lay the dust on many of the byways and 
mountain

While the state has shown remarkable accomplishments 


in the way of paving state highways, one thing that could be 
done and would be welcomed by all motorists would be the 
oiling erf every road anywhere near passable for automobiles 
in each county. This would open up a vista of travel otherwise 
shunned by motorists on account of dust, and provide a new 
territory, that of the hills and the valleys, to the week-end 
tourist, without the present dirt and discomfort.
